We 
went with a a group from the All 
States Society, about 35 people, It 
was a lovely day so enjoyed the 
ride. When we arrived atthe Fair 
Grounds we were met by people 
dressed in Arabian costumes — 
very prebby. After having our 
hands stamped so we could go out 
and back again we piled onto the 
tram cars pulled by big tralctors. ’ 
Usually there are four cars to a 
tractor with seats on both sides. 
There were, at least four of these 
tram cans ‘going back and forth 
from the gate to the main builld- 
ings. We went about a half mile 
through date palm orchards to the 
main drag. I noticed that many of 
the date palms had ladders in the 
tops—70 or 80 feet from the 
ground. A few had several ladders 
going up the tree. It must be quite 
a chore to go up the ladders with 
a pack to get the dates. clustered 
at the top. 


The first place we went was to 
the grandstand where we waitched 
the ostrich and ‘camel races. 
There were three ostwiches hitch- 
ed to sulkies with dmivers trying 
their best to steer them around the 
arena. Men with blinders on a 
Jong pole tried to keep up with 
them and turn them by putting the 
blinders up to the eye of the os- 
trich, The ostriches were so keyed 
up with the shouts of the men 
and ‘crowds that they wheeled and 
shushed anound the arena in great 
shape. It was very funny, The 
camel race was also funny as the 
drivers. couldn’t get them fo go 
where they wanted them. The ca- 
mels went where they wanted to 
go so some turned and went the 
wrong way. It is surprising how 
fast the camels cam cover. the 
ground. After the naces we wan- 
dered around the buildings to see 
the exhibits, In one building there 
were industrial arts of wood, me- 
tal, engineering, ceramics, plas- 
tiles, etic. Woodcanving of all kinds 
in one building. Minerals and 
gems, jewelry, baking goods, seiw- 
ing as well as vegetables and fit 
were in: others. It’s really a very 
big fair dressed up in Arabian 
style. Also in one building there 
was’a circus but we didn’t get 
there. There were also the Queen 
and wo princesses ,who mode 
around in a ear at least once. I 
didn’t get a picture of them as 
they got past us before I could 
get my camera ready. 


At 4:30 p°.m. we went back 
to the bus to get our coals as we 
knew it would be cool while we 
watched the Arabian Nights play— 
“The Unwilling Princess’. This 
was. set on the patio in front of a 
Mosque type building. The cos- 
times were gorgeous, the singing 
and music was superb. The queen 
of the festival is known as Queen 
Scheherazade, legendery writer of 
the Arabian Nights Tales. Between: 
the scenes the stage became dark 
and the “dancing waters” came on. 
These were small fountains of wa- 
ter, some going straight up, oth-
